SUBJECT: NPT REVCON: TEXTS ON ARTICLE VI FOR FINAL DECLARATION 

THIS MESSAGE PROVIDES TEXTS OE THREE COMPETING VERSIONS OF SECTION 
IN EINAL CONFERENCE DECLARATION DEALING WITH ARTICLE VI. MEXICANS 
ARE STILL PRESSING THEIR PROTOCOLS AND HAVE NOT PRESENTED ANY 
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LANGUAGE FOR DECLARATION ON ARTICLE VI. EIRST VERSION (PARA A 
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BELOW) WAS TABLED IN FIRST COMMITTEE BYUCZECHOSLOVAKIA AND HUNGARY 
AND REPRESENTS SOVIET BLOC CONTRIBUTION. SECOND VERSION (PARA B 
BELOW) WAS TABLED IN FIRST COMMITTEE BY SWEDEN AND IS EXCLUSIELY 
SWEDISH EEEORT. THIRD VERSION (PARA C BELOW) IS LATEST OE SERIES 
PREPARED BY CANADA, BUT NOT TABLED NOR CIRCULATED WIDELY ON INFORMAL 
BASIS. THIS VERSION WAS PRODUCED AETER THE NATO GROUP MEETING 
MAY 22 (SEE GENA 3775). DELETED IS PARAGRAPH ON TEST BAN MORA- 
TORIUM AND CTB TIMETABLE. CANADIANS, HOWEVER, PLAN TO HOLD THIS 
TEXT BACK EOR NOW IN HOPE THAT IT MIGHT SERVE AS BASIS FOR FINAL 
COMPROMISE. ONLY OTHER VERSION WE ARE AWARE OE IS WEO DRAFT WITH 
BELGIAN AMENDMENT ON THRESHOLD TREATY (ALREADY RECEIVED BY DEPART- 
MENT), WHICH ALSO HAS NOT BEEN TABLED. SUBSEQUENT MESSAGE WILL 
PRESENT ALTERNATIVES OPEN TO US IN DEALING WITH TEST BAN ISSUE. 

BEGIN TEXTS: 

(A) TEXT TABLED BY CZECHOSLOVAKIA AND HUNGARY: 

1. THE CONEERENCE WELCOMES VARIOUS AGREEMENTS ON ARMS LIMITATION 
AND DISARMAMENT, BOTH MULTILATERAL AND BILATERAL, WHICH HAVE BEEN 
CONCLUDED OVER THE LAST FEW YEARS AND ACKNOWLEDGES THAT THESE INTER- 
NATIONAL INSTRUMENTS REPRESENT STEPS IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION CON- 
TRIBUTING TO THE IMPLEMENTATION OE ARTICLE VI. 

2. IN PARTICULAR, THE CONFERENCE WELCOMES THE PROGRESS ACHIEVED 
IN RECENT YEARS IN NEGOTIATIONS ON THE LIMITATIONS OE STRATEGIC 
NUCLEAR ARMAMENTS. 

3. THE CONEERENCE NOTES, HOWEVER, THAT THE ARMS RACE, UNPRECE- 
DENTED IN ITS SCOPE, IS STILL GOING ON, AND THAT, THEREEORE, 

RESOLUTE EEFORTS ARE STILL REQUIRED TO IMPLEMENT THE PROVISIONS 
OP ARTICLE VI. 

4. THE CONEERENCE URGES ALL STATES TO INTENSITY, WITHOUT DELAY, 

THEIR CONCERTED AND CONCENTRATED EFPORTS EOR EFPECTIVEOEASURES 
RVYTING TO THE CESSATION OP THE NUCLEAR ARMS RACE AT AN EARLY 
DATE. THE CONEERENCE CONSIDERS IT IMPORTANT THAT SPECIFIC AGREE- 
MENTS ON THE REDUCTION OP MILITARY PREPARATIONS BY STATES SHOULD 
BE ELABORATED. 
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5. THE CONEERENCE CALLS FOR THE DISCONTINUANCE OF ALL TEST EX- 
PLOSIONS OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS FOR ALL TIME. IT URGES THE NUCLEAR- 
WEAPONS STATES TO UNDERTAKE, AT THE EARLIEST POSSIBLE DATE, 
NEGOTIATIONS DIRECTED TOWARDS THE CONCLUSION OP AN APPROPRIATE 
INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT FOR THIS PURPOSE. IT BELIEVES THAT IN 
THE MEANTIME, TILL THE CONCLUSION OP SUCH AN AGREEMENT, EPPORTS 
WILL BE MADE TO LIMIT THE NUMBER OP UNDERGROUND NUCLEAR WEAPON 
TESTS TO A MINIMUM. 
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6. THE CONFERENCE URGES SPEEDY CONCLUSION OF INTERNATIONAL AGREE- 
MENTS FOR THE PROHIBITION OF THE DEVELOPMENT, PRODUCTION AND 
STOCKPILING OF CHEMICAL WEAPONS AND OF UTILIZING WEATHER AND 
ENVIRONMENT MODIFICATIONS FOR MILITARY AND OTHER HOSTILE PURPOSES. 

7. THE CONFERENCE CALLS FOR THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION ON THE REDUCTION OF MILITARY BUDGETS BY THE 
PERMANENT MEMBERS OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL BY 10 PERCENT AND ON THE 
TRANSFER OF A PART OF THESE SAVINGS FOR THE NEEDS OF ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 

8. THE CONFERENCE NOTES THAT SOLUTIONS TO PROBLEMS OF DISARMAMENT 
REQUIRE THE SUPPORT AND CO-OPERATION OF ALL STATES. IT CALLS FOR 
THE CONVENING OF THE WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE AT AN EARLY 
DATE.

AND EFFECTIVE INTERNATIONAL CONTROL. 

WHILE WELCOMING THE VARIOUS AGREEMENTS ON ARMS CONTROL AND DIS- 
ARMAMENT ELABORATED OVER THE LAST FEW YEARS, THE CONFERENCE EX- 
PRESSES ITS GRAVE CONCERN THAT THE NUCLEAR ARMS RACE IS CON- 
TINUING AND EVEN ACCELERATING. IMMEDIATE AND RESOLUTE EFEORTS 
ARE REQUIRED, IN PARTICULAR BY THE NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES PARTIES, 

TO ACHIEVE AN EARLY IMPLEMENTATION OF ARTICLE VI OF THE TREATY. 

2. THE CONFERENCE EXPRESSES THE VIEW THAT THE CONCLUSION OE A 
TREATY BANNING ALL UNDERGROUND NUCLEAR WEAPON TEST EXPLOSIONS FOR 
ALL TIME IS AN IMPORTANT MEASURE TO HALT THE NUCLEAR ARMS RACE. 
CONSEQUENTLY IT URGES THE NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES TO ENTER INTO 
IMMEDIATE NEGOTIATIONS DIRECTED TOWARDS THE CONCLUSION OF SUCH AN 
AGREEMENT. IT FURTHER CALLS ON THESE STATES, AS AN INTERIM 
MEASURE, TO ENTER INTO AN AGREEMENT TO HALT, FOR A SPECIFIED TIME, 

ALL UNDERGROUND NUCLEAR WEAPONS TESTS. 

3. THE CONFERENCE URGES THE NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES PARTIES TO THE 
NEGOTIATIONS ON THE LIMITATION OF STRATEGIC ARMS TO CONCLUDE 
BEEORE THE END OF 1975 THE SECOND-STAGE AGREEMENT THAT WAS OUT- 
LINED BY THEIR LEADERS IN NOVEMBER 1974. THE CONFERENCE FURTHER 
URGES THESE STATES TO ENTER IMMEDIATELY THEREAETER INTO NEGOTIATIONS 
TO SEEK AGREEMENT ON REDUCTIONS IN THE LEVELS OF THEIR STRATEGIC 
NUCLEAR EORCES. 

4. THE CONFERENCE EXPRESSES THE HOPE THAT THE CCD WILL CONTINUE 
TO WORK FORCEFULLY ON THE CONCLUSION OF AGREEMENTS ON SUBJECTS 
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PRESENTLY ON ITS AGENDA AS STEPS TOWARDS THE GOAL OE GENERAL AND 
COMPLETE DISARMAMENT UNDER STRICT AND EEEECTIVE INTERNATIONAL 
CONTROL. 

5. THE CONEERENCE NOTES THAT GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS AND THE 1980 SECOND REVIEW CONEERENCE WILL PROVIDE OPPOR- 
TUNITIES TO REVIEW THE RESULTS OE EEEORTS UNDERTAKEN TO REACH A 
TREATY BANNING UNDERGROUND NUCLEAR WEAPONS TESTS AND AGREEMENTS 
ON THE REDUCTION OF NUCLEAR ARMAMENTS IN ACCORDANCE WITH ARTICLE 
LIMITED OEEICIAL USE 
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VI OF THE TREATY. 

(C) TEXT PREPARED BY CANADA 

1 . THE CONEERENCE REAEEIRMS THE OBLIGATION OE EACH OE THE PARTIES 
TO INTENSIFY ITS EFFORTS TOWARDS THE EARLIEST FULFILMENT OF THE 
PROVISIONS OF ARTICLE VI OF THE TREATY UNDER WHICH EACH OF THE 
PARTIES UNDERTOOK TO PURSUE NEGOTIATIONS IN GOOD FAITH ON EFFECTIVE 
MEASURES RELATING TO THE CESSATION OF THE NUCLEAR ARMS RACE AT AN 
EARLY DATE AND TO NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT AND ON A TREATY ON GENERAL 
AND COMPLETE DISARMAMENT UNDER STRICT AND EFFECTIVE INTERNATIONAL 
CONTROL. 

2. THE CONFERENCE WELCOMES THE VARIOUS AGREEMENTS ON ARMS CONTROL

ELABORATED OER THE LAST FEW YEARS AS BEING STEPS IN THE DIRECTION

3. THE CONFERENCE NOTES THE PROGRESS SO FAR ACHIEVED IN NEGOTI- 
ATIONS ON THE LIMITATIONS OF STRATEGIC NUCLEAR ARMAMENTS. IT 
URGES THE NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES PARTIES TO INTENSIFY THEIR EFFORTS 
TO ACHIEVE A CESSATION OF THE NUCLEAR ARMS RACE AT AN EARLY DATE. 

THE CONFERENCE URGES THE NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES PARTIES TO THE 
NEGOTIATIONS ON THE LIMITATION OF STRATEGIC ARMS TO CONCLUDE 
SUCCESSFULLY THE SECOND STAGE AGREEMENT THAT WAS OUTLINED BY 
THEIR LEADERS IN NOVEMBER 1974 AND, FOLLOWING THE CONCLUSION OF 
SUCH AN AGREEMENT, TO COMMENCE NEGOTIATIONS ON FURTHER LIMIT- 
ATIONS OF, AND REDUCTIONS IN, THE LEVEL OF STRATEGIC ARMS IN ORDER 
TO ACHIEVE MEASURES OF ACTUAL NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT. 

4. THE CONFERENCE REAFFIRMS THE DETERMINATION OF PARTIES TO 
ACHIEVE THE DISCONTINUANCE OF ALL TEST EXPLOSIONS OF NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS FOR ALL TIME. BELIEVING THAT ONE OF THE MOST EFFECTIVE 
MEASURES FOR STRENGTHENING THE PURPOSES OF THE TREATY WOULD BE 
THE CESSATION OF ALL NUCLEAR WEAPON TESTS, THE CONFERENCE URGES 
THE DEPOSITARY POWERS TO RESOLVE THEIR DIFFERENCES ON THIS ISSUE 
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so THAT AN EFFECTIVE COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN CAN BE CONCLUDED AT 
THE EARLIEST POSSIBLE DATE. THE CONFERENCE CALLS UPON THE NUCLEAR 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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WEAPON STATES PARTIES TO THE AGREEMENT ON THE PARTIAL LIMITATION 
OF UNDERGROUND NUCLEAR WEAPONS TESTS MEANWHILE TO FULFILL THEIR 
AGREEMENT TO LIMIT THE NUMBER OF THEIR UNDERGROUND NUCLEAR 
WEAPON TESTS TO A MINIMUM.
